ces  from  each  other  as  would  leave  a  hope  that, 
by  means  of  a  native  minister,  whom  God  should 
raise  up,  they  might  spread  and  beco  ne  united 
over  the  earth.  With  this  view,  he  would  never 
have  our  missionaries  stationed  more  than  three 
years. or  till  they  were  enabled  to  find  native 
t'hristian  pastors  to  succeed  them.  These  native 
pastors  should  tlien  be  left  in  charge  of  their  flocks, 
and  he  would  give  them  every  advice  and  assistance 
which  it  was  in  the  power  of  the  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety  to  bestow — while  the  missionaries  them¬ 
selves,  having  put  one  spot  in  a  state  of  cultivation, 
should  go  deeper  down  into  the  desert,  and  seek 
out  another  in  which  lo  plant  the  faith  in  the  same 
way.  Proceeding  in  tiiis  way,  there  was  a  range 
of  missionary  exertion  over  the  whole  earth  with¬ 
in  their  reach.  A  great  many  of  their  stations 
were  on  islands.  It  was  of  great  importance  to 
save  islands;  but  the  question  was,  whether  they 
were  not  too  much  going  upon  the  plan  of  taking 
possession  of  the  islands  for  God,  and  leaving  thie 
continents  for  the  devil.

Naval  Chaplai.vs. — It  appears  that  with  36 
vessels  of  war  in  commission,  22  of  which  are 
corvette-9  or  l.irgrer  sliipi,  there  are  but  four  chap¬ 
lains  afloat.  The  whole  number  of  naval  chap¬ 
lains  is  13.  Of  these,  seven  are  attached  lo  Navy 
Yards,  and  two  are  on  leave. 

It  is  plain  that  the  number  of  chaplains  is  very 
inadequate,  even  if  they  were  all  efficient  and  la¬ 
borious,  which,  it  is  to  be  feared,  some  of  them 
are  not.  We  hope  tliis  subject  will  attract  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  ne  .V  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and 
that  he  will  introduce  the  nece-ssary  reform.  There 
is  no  class  of  persons  who  mare  neel  the  faithful, 
zealous  services  of  a  devoted  chaplain,  than  sea¬ 
men.  Their  lives  are  scenes  of  constant  tempta¬ 
tion  and  peril :  and  they  have  but  few  religious 
privileges,  at  the  best.  — iV.

ANXIVKIISARIKS  IX  LOXDOX, 

Religious  Tract  Society. 

The  42d  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  in  Exeter 
Hall,  London,  on  the  5ih  of  May. 

The  irraluitous  issues  for  the  year,  including  money 
grants  lo  f.ireign  Societie.s,  paper,  and  publications,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  grants  for  libraries,  amounted  to  JE7- 
817  I  Is  lOd..  being  £2,154  Ifis.  8J.  beyond  the 
total  amount  of  the  fun  Is  placed  at  the  Society’s  dis¬ 
posal.  The  legacies  amounted  to  £689  I4s  The 
Society's  total  receipts  amounted  to  £58.996  128.  6d. ; 
being  a  (l«*rrease  on  the  past  year  of  £2,1.51  43.  2d., 
arising  partly  from  the  reduction  made  in  the  prices 
of  many  of  the  Society’s  works. 

SaCIKTT  Foil  PaO.HOTIXO  CHRISTIAXITT  AMOXO  THE 
JEWS. 

The  thirty-third  anniversary  meeting  of  this  inte¬ 
resting  Iiislitntion  was  held  the  7lh  of  May.  in  the 
great  room,  Exeter  Hall,  which  was  crowded  in  every 
part.  'Fhe  Hebrew  boys  and  girls,  educated  and  rn  un¬ 
tuned  in  the  Society’s  school,  were  ranged  in  the 
recesses  on  each  side  of  the  platform,  and  sang  several 
appropriate  hymns  previous  to  the  commencement  of 
the  procei^dings. 

'i’he  Rev.  W.  .Ayers  read  the  Report,  which  stated, 
that  the  operations  of  the  Society  had  been  carried  on 
during  the  past  year  to  a  greater  extent,  and  with  more 
succe.ss  both  at  home  anil  abroad,  than  in  any  former 
similar  period.  The  aggregate  amount  of  the  receipts 
for  special  and  general  purposes  was  £22.938  19s.  2d. 
The  increase  of  the  general  fund  actually  amounted 
to  upwards  of  £2,000.  chiefly  through  the  liberality 
of  auxiliaries,  which  had  contributed  £1,834  during 
the  year.  'Fhere  was,  however,  a  diminution  of  £1,- 
127,  under  the  head  of  the  Jerusalem  Church  and 
.Mis'ion.  which,  owing  to  peculiar  circumstances,  had 
been  retarded  for  a  time.  The  enlarged  interest  felt 
,  amongst  Christians  on  behalf  of  the  Jews,  was  hailed 
I  ho  inte^e^ts  of  ■  by  the  commiltee  as  a  token  that  the  “  lime  to  favor 
vvhicli  is  so  inti-  j  Zion  was  come.”

!  The  thirty  seventh  anniversary  of  this  Institution 
was  held  in  the  great  room,  Exeter  Hall,  on  the  5th  of

'  form  was  occupied  by  clergymen  and  ministers  of  va- 
:  rious  denominations,  gentlemen  of  respectability  and

i  The  Report  stated  that  the  Society  had  promoted 
!  the  distribution,  printing,  or  translation  of  the  Sacred 
j  Volume,  in  whole  or  in  part,  directly  or  indirectly,  in

number  of  versions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  in  whole

The  following  circumstances  are  narrated  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Winslow,  in  his  funeral  sermon  on  the 
sudden  death  of  Richard  Hau>rhton,  E^q.,  late  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Boston  Allas. 

*•  In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death," 

He  iiad  long  wished  to  make  a  tour  in  the  old 
world,  but  circumstances  had  not  been  hitherto 
propitious.  They  ha  I  now  yielded  to  his  desires; 
and  his  official  appointment,  lo  be  the  bearer  of 
despatches  from  government,  brought  him  at  once 
to  a  decision  to  embark  in  the  Acadia.  The  last 
cloud  seemed  now  to  have  passed  from  his  .sky. 
Ilis  sufr  was  riding  full-orbed  at  high  noon;  the 
prosperity  of  the  nation  in  whose  cause  he  had  so 
long  labored,  the  realization  of  his  fond  dreams 
respecting  a  foreign  tour,  and  the  anticipation  of 
pleasant  scenes  and  recovered  health  in  promise, 
made  him  one  of  the  moot  cheerful  and  happy  of 
mortals.  The  day  of  his  intended  departure  arri¬ 
ved  ;  his  clothes  were  packed  ;  he  had  taken  leave 
of  many  of  his  friends;  he  had  left  his  office,  and 
was  in  his  room  at  the  Tremont  House  adjusting 
his  dres.s  and  preparing  to  bid  adieu  to  his  mother, 
brothers,  and  sisters,  and  go  on  board.  They 
were  waiting  to  receive  him,  and  exchange  the 
parting  congritulatioris.  One  of  his  friends  had 
just  said  to  him,  “Major,  we  all  hope  and  expect 
that  you  will  have  a  pleasant  voyage  and  a  delight¬ 
ful  time.”  He  replied  with  emphatic  assurance, 
“  I  know  I  shall.”  To  another  he  said,  “  I  have 
always  wished  to  visit  Europe,  but  have  never 
been  able  to  accomplish  that  wish  until  now.  My 
affairs  are  at  length  in  a  condition  to  leave — my 
paper  is  in  good  hands  and  is  doing  well— and 
going  as  the  bearer  of  despatches,  I  shall  have 
every  opportunity  to  be  desired  abroad.  I  intend  to 
be  absent  six  months,  and  in  the  mean  time  to 
visit  Italy.  Yes,  1  am  going  to  Rome;  these  eyes 
arc  soon  to  look  upon  the  eternal  city.”  His  friend 
remarked,  “  I  hope  the  tour  will  confirm  your 
health.”  He  replied,  “  I  do  not  doubt  but  it  will.” 
In  less  than  two  hours  he  was  a  corpse.

miration  of  the  young  and  inexperienced,  and 
give  confidence  to  his  less  advanced  disciples. 
There  is,  in  short,  in  and  about  the  man,  that 
which  constitutes  him  in  our  judgment,  greatly 
superior  in  power  to  any  of  his  coadjutors,  and 
would  render  him  a  frightful  adversary  lo  the 
truth  of  God,  if  allowed  to  hold  his  place  in  the 
midst  of  the  brethren,  and  to  labour  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Church  for  her  destruction.  Surely  this 
perfidy  against  her  will  not  be  permilteJ  by 
those  who  are  established  for  her  security  and 
well-being. 

As  to  Mr.  Newman’s  views  of  Gospel  truth,  as 
unfolded  in  this  and  other  writings,  they  are, 
with  the  exception  of  certain  occasional  flashes 
of  light,  dark  and  dismal  in  the  extreme.  All 
who,  taught  of  God,  have  beheld  “  with  open  face” 
in  the  “  glass”  of  the  Gospel  “  the  glory  of  the 
Lord,”  cannot  well  look  on  the  lucubrations  of 
Mr.  Newman  with  any  other  feelings  than  those 
of  deep  compassion.

prudent,  and  revealed  them  unto  babes  ;  even  so. 
Father:  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy  sighL” 
Those  to  whom  God  has  thus  “  revealed  the  things 
of  the  Spirit  of  God”  view  the  elaborated  fancies 
and  workings  of  Mr.  Newman  as  little  belter  than 
an  idiot’s  dream  and  a  madman’s  labours.  They 
are  in  little  or  no  danger  from  his  proceedings. 
It  is  the  inexperienced — they  who  while  blind,  are 
taught  to  believe  they  see,  and  therefore  walk  on 
in  darkness:  or,  in  other  words  they  who,  required 
to  be  born  from  above,  are  taught,  while  they 
are  in  their  natural  state,  that  they  are  already 
“made  partakers  t)f  the  Divine  nature;” — It  is 
they  and  such  as  they,  whom  Mr.  Newman  is  a 
fit  instrument  to  lead  astray  into  paths  of  error  to 
their  everlasting  undoing.

What !  a  writer  that  asserts  that  the  miraculous 
conception  of  Jesus  does  not  appear  to  him  to  be 
sufficiently  authenticated,  and  that  the  original 
gospel  of  St.  Matthew  did  not  contain  it,  set  up 
for  a  defender  of  Christianity  agiiast  the  Jews,  is 
such  an  inconsistency  as  1  did  not  expect  to  meet 
with  in  a  philosopher,  whose  sole  pursuit  hath 
been  in  search  of  truth.  You  are  pleased  to  de¬ 
clare  in  plain  terms,  that  you  do  mt  b^-lieve  in 
the  miraculous  conception  of  Jesus,  and  that  you 
are  of  opinion  that  he  was  the  legitimate  son  of 
Joseph.  After  such  assertions  as  tliese,  how  you 
can  be  entitled  to  the  appellation  of  ‘  a  Christian, 
in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word,  is  to  me  incom_ 
prehensible.  If  I  am  not  greatly  mistaken,  | 
verily  believe  that  the  honor  of  Jesus,  and  the 
propagation  of  Christianity,  are  thing*  of  little 
moment  in  your  serious  thoughts,  notwithstanding 
all  your  boasted  sincerity.” 

The  truth  is,  that  at  every  turn  the  mind  finds 
itself  wondering  why  men  should  call  themselves 
Christians,  who  oppose  every  thing  that  is  pe¬ 
culiar  to  the  Christian  system,  as  a  scheme,  of 
salvation  for  sinners.  The  reason  of  assuming 
such  a  name  cannot  be  found  in  any  attachment 
to  that  which  makes  Christianity  what  it  is.

theological  works  should  be  translated  into  it  before  he 
can  understand  them.  The  time,  the  labour  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  such  translations,  is  an  effectual  bar  to  pre¬ 
vent  such  an  accomplishment.  If  our  great  Mission¬ 
ary  Societies  had  commenced  twenty  years  ago  on  the 
plan  of  educating  native  preachers  of  talent  in  the 
English  language,  what  a  multitude  would  there  have 
been  at  this  lime  of  men,  inured  to  their  own  climate, 
with  i»eans  of  inrrtrmati(>n,  by  reading  our  own  theo¬ 
logy,  equal  to  English  missionaries.— Loadon  Patriot,

APOSTOLICAL  SUCCESSION  IN  THE  SWEDISH  CHUECH. 

To  the  Editors  of  the  Watchman. 

In  passing  through  London  on  my  way  to  tha 
United  Slates  of  America,  where  at  the  urgent  solicita¬ 
tion  of  the  Rev.  R.  Baird,  I  hopo  to  seenre  tho  sym¬ 
pathy  and  aid  of  various  religiuus  Societiei  on  behalf 
of  Sweden,  I  heard  the  remark  made,  that  tho  Swe¬ 
dish  Church  bad  not  the  proper  apostolical  succession, 
and  could  not  therefore  be  acknowledged  ee  a  genuine 
Episcopel  Church.  Now,  as  it  happens  that  a  similar 
ol^rvation  made  tome  years  ago  by  s  distinguished 
prelate  of  this  country  led  to  my  carefully  examining 


Christian  JTames.—  A  Cabinet  Order  at  Berlin 
explains  that  in  the  ordinance  issued  some  years  ago, 
by  which  the  Jews  are  prohibited  from  giving  Chrta- 
lian  names  lo  their  children,  ihil  those  only  are  to  be 
considered  as  prohibited  names  either  derived  from 
the  name  of  our  Saviour,  such  as  Christian,  Christo¬ 
pher,  &c.,  or  which  refer  to  some  dogma  of  the 
Christian  Church,  such  as  Renalus,  Anastas,  Baptist 
and  Pater.

shall  appear  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  heads  of 
colleges  to  require.”— Co/nftridg'c  Advertiser.

“  Nothing  was  more  remarkable,”  says  Mr. 
Cecil,  “  than  Newton’s  constant  habit  of  re¬ 
garding  the  hand  of  God  in  every  event,  how¬ 
ever  trivial  it  inighl  appear  lo  oiliers.  On 
every  occasion,  in  the  concern  of  every  hour, 
in  matters  piihlio  or  private,  like  Enoch  he 
walked  with  God.  'J’ake  a  single  instance  of 
his  state  of  mind  in  Hiis  respect.  In  walking 
lo  his  chnrch  he  would  say,  ‘  'Fhe  waij  of  man 
is  not  ill  himself  nor  can  he  conceive  what 
belongs  to  a  single  step.  When  I  go  lo  Si. 
-Mary  NV'^ool noth,  it  seems  the  same  whether  1 
turn  down  Lollihnry  or  go  ihrongh  old  Jewry 
— hut  the  going  through  one  street  and  not 
anotiicr,  may  produce  an  eflfect  of  lasting  con¬ 
sequence,  A  man  cut  down  my  hammock  in 
sport,  blit  had  he  cut  it  down  half  an  hour  later, 

I  had  not  been  here  ;  as  the  exchange  of  crew 
was  then  making.  A  man  made  a  smoke  on 
the  sea  shore  al  the  time  a  ship  passed,  which 
was  thereby  hronghlto,  and  afterwards  brought 
me  lo  England.’  ” 

“  We  cannot  wonder  that  Mr.  Newton  had 
so  strong  an  impression  in  the  latter  part  of  his 
life,  of  a  particular  providence  superintending 
and  conducting  the  steps  of  man,  since  he  was 
so  often  reminded  of  it  in  his  own  history. 
While  he  was  yet  in  his  carnal  slate,  and  but 
little  concerned  about  his  salvation,  a  compan¬ 
ion  had  agreed  to  go  with  him,  on  Sunday,  on 
board  a  man-of-war.  Mr.  N.  providentially 
coming  loo  late,  the  boat  had  gone  wiihont 
him,  and  was  overset,  by  which  his  companion 
and  some  others  were  drowned.  He  was  ex¬ 
ceedingly  affected  at  the  funeral  of  his  com¬ 
panion,  to  think  that  by  the  delay  of  a  few 
minutes  (which  al  the  lime  created  anger)  his 
life  had  heen  preserved. 

“  ‘  With  iny  sialf  I  passed  this  Jordan,  and 
now  I  am  become  two  hands.’  'Fhese  words 
of  Jacob  might  well  affect  Mr.  N.,  when  re¬ 
membering  the  day  in  which  he  was  busied  in 
planting  some  lime,  or  lemon  trees.
